As  the  background  on  the  actual  Certificate  is  printed  in  pale  blue,  the 
illustration  does  not  really  do  it  justice.

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JOHN  CROKER  (1670-1741) 

This  month's  cover,  both  front  and  back,  is  devoted  to  the  work  of  a  celebrated 
medallist — known  to  history  as  John  Croker  but  who  was  born  Johann  Crocker  in  Dresden 
on  2 1  October  1670. 

Croker's  father,  a  woodcarver  and  cabinet-maker  to  the  Electoral  Court  of  Saxony,  died 
while  his  family  was  still  young  and  it  was  left  to  his  mother  to  provide  for  the  children's 
upbringing  and  education.  Young  John  served  an  apprenticeship  with  his  godfather,  a  gold¬ 
smith  and  jeweller  in  Dresden,  after  which  he  worked  in  various  German  towns  and  in 
Holland.  In  1691  he  crossed  to  England  and  soon  got  employment  as  a  jeweller. 

At  an  early  age  he  had  been  attracted  to  the  art  of  die-sinking  and  medal-engraving  and 
devoted  much  of  his  leisure  time  to  perfecting  his  skills  in  that  direction.  Eventually  he 
decided  to  make  it  his  full-time  occupation  and,  in  1697,  he  was  appointed  as  an  assistant  to 
Henry  Harris,  the  Chief  Engraver  at  the  Royal  Mint. 

Apparently  Harris  was  unable  to  devote  the  time  required  to  fulfil  all  his  duties  and  he  sub¬ 
contracted  much  of  his  work  to  Croker.  So  much,  indeed,  had  to  be  done  at  the  time  of  the 
great  recoinage  that  Samuel  Bull  was  appointed  Probationer  Engraver  at  the  end  of  1698. 

When  Anne  came  to  the  throne  in  1702  Croker  really  came  into  his  own  as  a  medallist. 
The  War  of  the  Spanish  Succession  raged  throughout  her  reign  and  so  there  were  ample 
opportunities  for  the  execution  of  medals  to  commemorate  various  martial  achievements  as 
well  as  the  usual  ones  connected  with  state  occasions. 

Upon  the  death  of  Harris  in  1705  Croker  was  appointed  Chief  Engraver  and,  according  to 
a  writer  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  of  1853:  “About  the  same  time  he  took  to  himself  a 
wife,  and  like  Esau,  took  one  of  the  daughters  of  the  land,  marrying  a  Miss  Franklin,  of  a 
well-known  family  in  England,  with  whom  he  lived  thirty  years  in  matrimonial  bliss.  She  died 
in  1 735.  having  had  only  one  daughter,  who  died  young." 

Bull  became  Assistant  Engraver  and,  as  was  the  custom,  was  responsible  for  many  of  the 
medals'  reverse  designs. 

As  noted  in  the  Sales  List,  Croker  sold  many  of  his  medals  to  the  public  and  issued  a  price 
list.  In  this,  examples  of  medals  are  advertised  as  being  available  in  gold.  As  these  are  not 
known  to  exist  in  that  metal  it  would  appear  that  they  were  struck  to  order  and  that  he  had  no 
takers. 

The  medal  commemorating  the  Battle  of  Malplaquet  1709  (U 12 1)  is  illustrated  on  the  front 
cover  (top)  while  the  bottom  illustration  is  of  the  medal  commemorating  the  Peace  of  Utrecht 
1713  (U127).  Medals  illustrated  on  the  back  cover  are,  reading  from  the  top:  Queen  Anne's 
Bounty  1704  (U 1  10),  Union  of  England  and  Scotland  1707  (U 1 13)  and  Battle  of  Saragossa 
1710  (U123). 

In  the  1915  British  Numismatic  Journal,  Helen  Farquhar  has  this  to  say  about  Croker: 
“He  appears  to  have  pursued  the  same  methods  as  his  predecessors,  the  Roettier  family,  in 
making  puncheons  for  coins  from  which  he  engraved  his  dies  by  the  help  of  his  subordinates: 
and  his  detractors  accused  him — as  Thomas  Simon  had  been  accused— of  being  a  ‘puncher' 
rather  than  an  engraver.  This  procedure  had,  however,  not  prevented  Simon  from  being  an 
expert  in  seal  engraving,  but  the  fact  that  Croker  was  a  goldsmith  and  modelled  by  preference 
in  relief  instead  of  in  intaglio  was  . . .  held  to  militate  against  his  employment  in  this 
particular." 

Croker  remained  at  the  Mint  for  the  best  part  of  the  following  two  reigns  and  died  on  21 
March  1741  at  the  age  of  71.  According  to  the  writer  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  “he  left 
behind  him  the  reputation  of  an  honest  man,  a  good  Christian,  and  a  faithful  and  diligent 
servant  of  the  crown  of  England."

!  am  sending  you  this  photograph  of  my  Dr 

Johnson  medal  with  the  hope  that  you  might  like 
to  publish  it.  Here  are  some  details  on  the  medal.  I 
quote  the  description  which  appeared  in  the 
September  1984  isue  of  The  Medal ,  the  BAMS 
publication. 

“Ms  Harmsworth,  a  medallist  at  the  Paris 
Mint,  is  a  governor  of  Dr  Johnson’s  House  and  a 
grand  daughter  of  the  Lord  Harmsworth  who 
bought  and  renovated  it.  The  medal,  which  is 
available  from  the  Curator,  Dr  Johnson's  House, 
17  Gough  Square,  Fleet  Street,  London  EC4,  is 
cast  in  bronze,  70mm  in  diameter  and  costs  £18, 
of  which  £5  will  go  towards  the  upkeep  of  the 
house”. 

The  medal  is  sent  in  a  small  cardboard  box 
with  a  bronze  stand  to  hold  it  upright.  Payment 
can  be  a  pound  cheque  for  £18,  or  if  it  is  a  dollar 
cheque,  please  add  the  equivalent  of  £3  to  defray 
bank  charges  plus  £2  for  airmail  postage.  The 
telephone  number  of  Dr  Johnson's  House  is  (01) 
353  3745.  The  medal  is  cast  by  lost  wax  by  Lunt 
in  Birmingham  who  casts  some  of  the  BAMS 
medals.  It  has  the  one  side  with  a  text  around  the 
edge,  “Dr  Samuel  Johnson  1709-1784”  and 
signed  “M.  Harmsworth”.  It  is  an  un-numbered 
edition.  -  MARGARET  HARMSWORTH,

I  refer  to  the  report  from  The  Guardian  of  5th 
January  1985  reproduced  in  the  April 


BULLETIN  which  states  with  regard  to  the  new 
pound  coin,  “It  is  the  number  of  coins  in  the 
pocket  which  will  cause  the  irritation  over  the  next 
few  years.” 

Surely  this  ‘grumble'  is  wearing  rather  thin! 
When  will  it  be  realized  that  the  largest  number  of 
one  pound  coins  necessary  to  be  carried  as 
‘pocket  change'  is  five.  Should  a  payment  be  less 
than  £5  then  the  one  pound  coins  may  be  used, 
and  for  larger  sums,  the  £5  or  £10  note  and 
‘make-up'  of  one  pound  coins  would  meet  the 
need. 

Personally,  I  like  the  new  coins,  not  only  will 
they  enjoy  a  longer  life  than  the  note,  they  are 
much  more  hygienic  and  germ  free. — A.

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A  NEW  HIBERNO-NORSE  COIN

What  appears  to  be  an  entirely  new  type  of  Phase  V  in  this  coinage  is  published  here  for  the 
first  time  (fig.  1 ).  This  coin,  which  is  said  to  have  been  found  in  Ireland,  recently  came  into  the 
possession  of  Mr  Brian  S.  Perry  whilst  residing  in  Dublin.  Mr.  Peter  Seaby  who  has  seen  the 
photograph  confirms  that  the  piece  is  not  a  known  Continental  type  of  the  eleventh  century; 
and  the  fact  that  it  is  both  anepigraphic  and  aniconographic  points  to  its  being  a  relative  of 
those  well-known  ‘buttons  and  bows’  coins  also  illustrated  above  (figs.  2  and  3).1 

Yet  there  are  considerable  differences  between  all  those  forms  quoted  in  footnote  1  and  the 
piece  under  discussion.  Only  two  obverses  of  the  debased  Ringerike  style  have  up  to  the 
present  been  published,2  one  having  an  annulet  in  the  centre  (fig.  2)  and  the  other,  a  cross 
potent  in  a  roughly  formed  quatrefoil  of  crescents  around  it  (fig.  3).  All  have  four  in-facing 
crooks,  two  above  and  two  below,  with  on  one  side  an  S  or  reversed  S  and  on  the  other  a 
‘three-pronged’  symbol,  possibly  a  scourge,  trident  head  or  anchor;  and  there  are  pellets  in 
the  field  of  some.  The  design  on  the  present  coin  shows  annulet  in  centre  and  the  four  crooks 
having  an  upturned  crescent  below  the  curved  ends  of  each  pair.  But  in  place  of  the  flanking 
symbols  there  is  a  horizontal  divisional  line  either  side  with  pellets  in  the  angles  so  formed, 
one  group  of  three,  the  remainder  apparently  singletons.  As  with  the  main  forms,  the  legend 
space  on  both  obverse  and  reverse  is  filled  with  a  series  of  I  s,  but  there  are  inner  circles 
dividing  them  from  the  central  motifs. 

However  it  is  in  the  reverses  where  most  of  the  interest  lies.  Many  of  the  Phase  V  coins 
have  types  derived  from  the  late  Saxon,  Danish  and  early  Norman  coinage.1  For  example  we 
recognise  the  CR  VX  and  Long  Cross  of  /Ethelraed  II,  the  Small  Cross  of  /Ethelraed  and 
Cnut,  the  Jewel  Cross  used  by  Cnut,  Harold  I  and  Harthacnut,  the  Expanding  Cross , 
Helmet/ Voided  Short  Cross,  Sovereign/ Eagles,  Pyramids  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  the  PAX 
of  Harold  II,  the  Profile  Left/ Cross  Fleury ,  Bonnet/ Voided  Cross  and  Piles,  Canopy/ Double 
Quatrefoil,  Two  Sceptres/ Cross  Fleury  and  Saltire,  Two  Stars/Cross  Botonnee  over 
Quatrefoil  and  PAXS  of  William  I,  and  the  Cross  in  Quatrefoil  of  William  II„  suggesting  that 
some  at  least  of  these  V  coins  were  produced  not  much  before  the  1080s  and  1090s.  The 
Ringerike  coins  besides  deriving  their  reverses  from  Phase  IV  (figs.  2  and  3)  and  early  Phase

V,  also  use  the  Short  Cross  and  Jewel  Cross  of  the  Danish  kings  and  the  Canopy  reverse  of 
William  1.  This  would  seem  to  place  the  group  not  earlier  than  the  1070s,  but  at  least  one 
reverse  (UM  361,  Copenhagen  274,  280)  may  well  come  out  of  the  twelfth  century  for  its 
closest  analogy  is  the  Cross  and  Annulets  type  of  Henry  I.  One  of  these  coins,  Copenhagen 
280,  which  has  a  very  decayed  obverse,  and  seems  to  be  a  true  die  duplicate  of  UM  361, 
comes  from  the  Store  Frigaard  Find  of  1701,  the  concealment  of  which  has  been  dated 
c.  1 1 10(?);4  but  presumably  the  hoard  could  be  a  whole  decade  and  a  half  later.5 

The  new  coin  (Fig.  1 )  has  a  reverse  which  must  surely  be  patterned  on  William  Ts  Cross 
and  Trefoils ,  except  that  in  the  angles  of  the  cross  potent  with  annulet  in  centre  there  are 
groups  of  three  pellets  in  place  of  the  leaf  trefoils  in  two  opposite  quarters,  single  pellet  in 
others.  The  prototype  is  BMC  vii  which  is  securely  dated  1083-6, 6  so  the  Hiberno-Norse  coin 
is  unlikely  to  have  been  designed  much  before  1085  and  could  of  course  be  later.  It  weighs 
just  over  0.95  gm.  (14.8  grains)  and  is  therefore  in  accord  with  the  main  run  of  the  Ringerike 
group  which  average  just  over  0.90  gm.

1985  marks  the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  The  King's  Regiment  which  was  raised  on 
20  June  1685  by  Lord  Ferrers.  The  Tercentenary  will  be  commemorated  by  cathedral 
services  and  marches  through  the  cities  of  Liverpool  and  Manchester  in  June  1985.  A 
Royal  Parade  will  be  held  at  Saighton  Camp,  Chester,  on  5  July  1985  attended  by  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  The  Queen  Mother,  Colonel-in-Chief. 

To  commemorate  the  historic  occasion  the  Regimental  Council  of  The  King's  Regiment 
has  commissioned  some  exclusive  works  of  art  which  are  to  be  made  available  to  members 
of  the  Regimental  Association. 

Among  these  is  a  nickel  silver  Tercentenary  Medallion  in  a  limited  edition  of  2,000 
struck  by  the  Tower  Mint.  The  Medallion  is  lj  inches  in  diameter  and  shows  a  profile  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  The  Queen  Mother  on  the  obverse  with  the  Regimental  Badge  on  the 
reverse.  The  Medallion  is  contained  in  an  attractive  case  and  will  also  be  available  in  9 
carat  gold  in  a  limited  edition  of  25  and  in  sterling  silver  in  a  limited  edition  of  50. 

The  nickel  silver  medallion  is  priced  at  £5,  the  sterling  silver  at  £35  and  the  gold  at 
£250.  Prices  include  VAT.  Postage,  Insurance  and  Packing  is  an  additional  £2  for  the 
nickel  silver  and  sterling  silver  medallions  and  an  additional  £3  for  the  gold  version.

Addenda  and  Errata 

On  the  list  for  the  Ipswich  mint  (SCMB,  January-February  1985,  pp.  16-17)  delete  the  entry 
for  Wulfwine  striking  William  I  type  3  and  delete  ref.  (R).  Add  a  moneyer  Brunic  striking 
William  II  type  4  known  from  an  example  formerly  in  Bury  Museum.  A  type  4  of  William  I 
given  in  SCB1  26,  item  1359  to  Aelfric  may  in  fact  belong  to  Wulfric.  A  type  10  of  Henry  I 
struck  by  Germane  is  known  but  the  mint  reading  is  uncertain.  The  ref.  (v)  should  carry  the 
date  13.11 .74.  1  am  indebted  to  Mr  J.  Sadler  for  this  information. 

In  the  December  1984  issue  on  p.  314  the  name  Hedon  was  printed  as  Hendon.  On  p.  3  15 
add  for  the  moneyer  Godric  at  Huntingdon  a  type  1/2  mule  of  William  I  (BMC  72)  and  a 
type  3  (private  coll.).  The  existence  of  at  least  one  example  of  William  I  type  5  struck  by 
Godwine  is  confirmed.  Add  to  the  list  a  moneyer  Walter  striking  Stephen  type  7  (noted  in 
BNJ  vol.  35). 


BOOK  REVIEWS 


COIN  HOARDS  FROM  ROMAN  BRITAIN, 
Vol.  V,  edited  by  A.  M.  Burnett.  British  Museum 
Occasional  Paper  No.  54,  1984.  298  x  212  mm. 
150  pp.  incl.  illus.  Paper  cover.  Available  from  the 
British  Museum,  London  VVCIB  3DG,  £10  inch 
postage. 

The  hoard  reports  published  here  were 
originally  intended  for  Coin  Hoards,  Vol.  4 
(reviewed  SCMB  1984,  p.  312)  but  there  were 
eventually  so  many  of  them  and  they  were  so 
lengthy  that  a  second  volume  was  called  for.  This 
fifth  volume  is  therefore  properly  a  continuation 
of  Coin  Hoards  4.  Both  are  concerned  with 
hoards  of  the  3rd  century  A.D.  and  so  the 
opportunity  has  been  taken  to  print  F.dward 
Besly's  "System  for  the  description  of  obverse 
types  on  antoniniani"  again  so  that  readers  will 
not  have  the  annoyance  of  having  continually  to 
refer  back,  assuming  that  they  already  had  the 
fourth  volume. 

The  hoard  reports  follow  the  now  established 
pattern  for  this  series,  full  details  of  the  actual  find 
where  possible  and  an  assessment  followed  by  the 
catalogue,  disposition  and  illustrations.  Eleven 
hoards  are  published  here:  Child's  F.rcall,  Salop; 
Coleby,  Lines.;  Monkton  Farleigh,  Wilts.; 
Upavon.  Wilts;  Bromham,  Wilts.;  Deepdale. 
Barrow-on  Humber  .  (an  addenda);  Hovingham 
Park,  York;  Otterbourne,  Hants.;  Osbournby, 
Lines.;  West  Row,  Freckenham,  Suffolk;  and 
Compton  Downs,  Berks.  Seven  of  these  eleven 
hoards  contained  large  numbers  of  silver  siliquae 
so  their  publication  in  one  volume  is  an  interesting 
comment  on  the  coinage  content  of  Roman 
Britain  in  the  late  4th  and  early  years  of  the  5th 
century  A.D.  The  majority  of  the  examples  are 
clipped  and  an  article  specifically  relating  to  this 
phenomena,  "Clipped  Siliquae  and  the  end  of 


Roman  Britain”  has  been  recently  published  by 
Andrew  Burnett  in  Britannia  XV  (1984),  pp. 
163-8.  It  was  the  clipping  of  the  silver  coinage 
that  brought  about  its  collapse,  thus  removing  any 
existing  support  from  the  bronze  coinage.  In 
clipping,  Britain  appears  to  have  led  the  Roman 
Empire  and  the  immediate  implication  is  that  it 
took  place  once  strong  central  control  could  no 
longer  back  up  its  laws,  i.e.  after  the  Roman  with¬ 
drawal  from  Britain  under  Honorius  in  410. 

Six  of  the  hoards  and  part  of  another  were 
declared  to  be  Treasure  Trove  at  the  inquests 
held.  Of  particular  numismatic  legal  note  is  the 
Coleby  hoard  which  highlighted  the  inadequacies 
of  that  law  in  certain  respects  and  which  led  to  the 
finder  being  prosecuted  for  theft  and  a  test  case 
between  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  and  the  land 
owners  which  received  judgement,  and  then  went 
to  appeal  before  Lord  Denning  as  Master  of  the 
Rolls.  The  sad  end  of  the  tale  is  that  the  present 
whereabouts  of  the  hoard  is  unknown  and  several 
important  coins  have  disappeared  from  view;  they 
included  a  rare  and  interesting  type  of  Laelian 
(No.  582).  a  denarius  of  Severina  and  a  double 
headed  piece  of  Aurelian  and  Vabalathus.  It  is 
fortunate  that  the  British  Museum  at  least  had 
best  part  of  the  hoard  in  its  care  for  a  short  time 
whilst  the  legal  squabbles  went  on  and  were 
therefore  able  to  make  a  basic  record.  Cases  like 
this,  as  well  as  those  concerning  some  antiquities, 
deprive  us  of  important  information  and 
knowledge  and  we  can  only  look  forward  to  a 
proper  reform  of  the  law  of  Treasure  Trove  which 
the  Council  for  British  Archaeology  has  been 
advocating  these  many  years  past. 

Once  more,  your  reviewer  can  only  praise  the 
volume  and  recommend  it  as  a  basic  reference 
tool  for  all  concerned  with  coinage  in  Roman 
Britain.

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A  SMALL  IRISH  HOARD 
FROM  THE  PERIOD  OF 
THE  GREAT  REBELLION

Irish  coin  hoards  from  the  period  of  the  Great  Rebellion,  1641-52,  are  quite  numerous  and 
for  obvious  reasons.  With  several  rival  armies  in  the  field — Royalists,  Parliamentarians,  Old 
Irish,  Confederate  Catholics  and  Ulster  Scots — distress,  uncertainty  and  hurried  movement 
were  frequent  and  widespread.  Many  of  the  hoards  are  relatively  small  and  there  is  a  pre¬ 
ponderance  of  finds  from  Ulster,  due  possibly  to  the  fact  that  it  was  there  that  the  Rebellion 
broke  out  and  some  of  the  fiercest  battles  took  place.  A  typical  find  of  this  period,  to  judge 
from  the  hoard  evidence,  consists  largely  of  worn  shillings  and  sixpences  of  Elizabeth, 
possibly  a  few  shillings  of  James  I,  and  halfcrowns  and  shillings  of  the  Tower  mint  under 
Charles  I — all  English.  The  Irish  presence  is  generally  very  slight.1  Quite  a  few  of  the  hoards 
also  contain  some  European  coins,  particularly  Spanish  South  American  dollars.  The 
chronological  time-span  covered  by  many  of  the  hoards  is  quite  considerable.  The  little  find 
which  is  the  subject  of  this  brief  note  falls  into  the  general  pattern.  The  coins  are  as  follows:

The  only  coin  which  poses  a  dating  problem  is  number  9,  which  is  in  extremely  poor  condi¬ 
tion.  The  type  of  shield — square  topped  over  a  cross  fleuree — together  with  what  is  visible  of 
the  bust,  suggests  Group  F,  which  covers  the  period  1638-43. 
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The  coins  are  in  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland.  Unfortunately  there  are  no  details  avail¬ 
able  regarding  the  background  or  geographical  provenance  of  the  hoard.  It  would  appear  to 
have  been  acquired  by  the  Museum  in  the  1940's,  but  was  not  integrated  into  the  general 
collection.  Possibly  for  this  reason,  possibly  because  there  was  no  find-spot  given,  it  was  not 
listed  by  Michael  Dolley  in  his  work  on  Irish  coin  hoards  published  in  1971.  The  only  record 
of  its  existence  until  recently  was  on  the  actual  envelope  in  which  the  coins  were  kept,  which 
stated  “SMALL  SILVER  HOARD  FOR  REGISTRATION".  It  is  possible  that  there  was 
some  uncertainty  regarding  the  location  at  that  time.  If  it  had  been  known,  that  information 
would  almost  certainly  have  been  recorded,  given  the  importance  attached  to  the  precise  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  find-spot.  The  hoard  is  not  of  any  particular  significance  numismatically.  It  covers 
a  time-span  of  eighty  years,  the  coins  obviously  show  signs  of  considerable  wear  and  the  Irish 
presence  is  a  single  shilling  of  Elizabeth.  It  exhibits  therefore,  the  standard  characteristics  of  a 
mid- 17th  century  hoard.  The  only  point  worthy  of  note  is  that  the  Irish  shilling  is  from 
Elizabeth's  “fine"  coinage  of  1561.  These  coins  are  not  often  found  in  hoards.  Where  they 
have  turned  up,  it  has  been  in  small  numbers,  for  example  3  from  a  hoard  of  140  at  Tullamore 
in  1922  and  1  from  a  hoard  of  1 17  at  Knocknaboul  in  1943. 2  It  would  be  difficult,  indeed 
unwise,  to  suggest  a  precise  deposition  date  for  such  a  small  find,  but  c.  1640-45  would  seem 
reasonable.

JAMES,  DUKE  OF  MONMOUTH: 
BATTLE  OF  SEDGEMOOR,  1685

The  forthcoming  tercentenary  of  the  Battle  of  Sedgemoor  (6  July  1685)  provides  an 
appropriate  moment  to  examine  one  of  the  three  medals  which  commemorate  the  defeat  of 
James,  Duke  of  Monmouth, 


The  rarest  of  these  medals.  Fig.  1  (M.I.  614/24),  is  apparently  anonymous  and  depicts  the 
failure  of  Monmouth  to  scale  the  column  and  seize  the  three  crowns  which  rest  on  the  top. 
This  medal  occurs  struck  in  silver  and  in  bronze,  when  it  only  appears  as  a  cast. 


An  unrecorded  example  of  this  medal,  in  silver,  is  in  the  British  Museum,  Fig.  2,  and 
carries  the  initials  B.M.  in  the  exergue  of  the  reverse.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  medal  varies  in 
four  other  major  respects  to  that  of  Fig.  1,  the  recorded  type:  The  form  of  the  title  of  James; 
the  Maltese  cross  punctuation;  the  arrangement  of  the  arms  and  standards;  and  the  lightning 
which  issues  from  the  clouds  strikes  James.  Despite  these  differences  both  medals  share  basic 
characteristics,  including  the  rather  clumsy  rendering  of  the  lettering.  The  existence  of  the 
British  Museum  example  suggests  an  identification  for  the  unsigned  medal,  Fig.  1,  as  the 
work  of  Barthold  Meier,  a  Danish  medallist  whose  other  prominent  medal  of  British  interest 
(signed  on  the  reverse,  as  Fig.  2)  is  William  and  Mary's  "Fortune  and  Providence',  Fig.  3 
(M.I.  681/61).  Comparison  between  the  three  medals  reveals  certain  consistencies  in  the 
treatment  of  the  hair,  armoured  bust  decoration  and  the  choice  of  lettering;  a  style  which  is 
also  recognizable  in  Meier's  Danish  and  Swedish  medals.

The  only  example  of  the  signed  variety  of  the  Monmouth  medal  which  can  be  traced  is  that 
belonging  to  the  British  Museum.  One  might  speculate  that  perhaps  Meier  felt  the  one  medal 
could  be  improved  upon,  although  neither  piece  can  be  considered  of  any  real  merit.  Despite 
the  satirical  nature  of  the  reverses,  the  awkward  figure  of  James  attempting  to  scale  the 
column  cannot  surely,  in  itself,  be  a  deliberate  caricature.  In  general  terms  the  work  of  Meier 
is  indistinguishable  from  the  large  number  of  British  medals  of  this  period  which  were 
produced  by  many  North  European  medallists  and  which  barely  stir  the  imagination;  a  sadly 
lacking,  if  rather  prolific,  period  of  medal  manufacture.

THE  BRITISH  ASSOCIATION 
OF  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES 
1985  ANNUAL  CONGRESS 


On  the  evening  of  Friday  12  April,  some  60  delegates  gathered  at  Didbury  College  in 
Manchester  for  the  32nd  Annual  Congress  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic 
Societies. 

The  majestic  setting  of  the  Town  Hall  and  the  generous  hospitality  of  Manchester 
Council's  Civic  Reception  provided  a  suitably  impressive  prologue  to  the  Congress.  The 
formal  proceedings  were  opened  by  the  President,  Peter  Clayton,  on  the  Saturday  morning, 
who  introduced  the  first  speaker.  Christopher  Challis,  who  spoke  on  “Minting  and  Currency 
in  the  Early  Seventeenth  Century”.  His  theme  was  a  reminder  to  numismatists  to  look 
beyond  their  own  material  to  the  broader  economic  and  social  background  of  coin  issues.  The 
second  session  saw  Elizabeth  Pirie  on  “Early  Northumbrian  Coinage”,  where  delegates  were 
treated  to  the  fruits  of  many  years'  intensive  research  which  have  led  to  the  rejection  of  some 
long-held  theories.  After  lunch.  Virginia  Hewitt  spoke  on  “The  Artist  and  the  Banker: 
Engravings  on  nineteenth  century  notes".  Her  paper  illustrated  the  happy  marriage  of  art  and 
commerce,  but  highlighted  the  comparatively  sorry  state  of  modern  banknotes  under  the 
exigencies  of  mass  production  and  fraud  prevention.  The  usual  Saturday  afternoon  excur 
sion  was  of  a  different  type  this  year — by  a  deliberate  coincidence  of  timing,  Coinex  North 
was  being  held  in  Manchester  on  the  same  weekend,  and  delegates  were  able  to  visit  this 
leading  provincial  event.  The  Congress  Dinner  also  had  a  different  format — that  of  a  buffet, 
of  generous  proportions,  and  it  was  accompanied  by  such  a  considerable  volume  of  wine  that 
enthusiasm  for  the  subsequent  formal  speeches  was  guaranteed.  Sunday's  papers  began  with 
Bob  Senior's  “The  Gondopharids  in  North  West  India”.  The  speaker  has  discovered  many 
new  pieces  that  have  shed  much  light  on  the  history  and  numismatics  of  this  intriguing 
people,  providing  delegates  with  an  introduction  to  the  research  possibilities  that  still  abound 
in  the  oriental  series.  Andrew  Burnett  followed  with  “The  Beginnings  of  Roman  Coinage”  in 
which  he  traced  the  chronological  development  of  the  early  issues  by  means  of  stylistic  com¬ 
parisons,  overstrikes  and  literary  and  historical  evidence.  After  lunch,  the  final  paper  was  by 
Alec  Purves  on  “The  Place  of  the  War  Medal  in  Numismatics”.  In  developing  this  theme  he 
gave  the  audience  more  than  just  a  flavour  of  the  personal  interest  of  war  medals,  and  indeed 
furnished  an  excellent  introduction  to  the  collecting  of  them. 

In  thanking  the  speakers  and  host  societies  in  his  closing  address,  the  President  referred  to 
the  continuing  generosity  of  the  British  Numismatic  Trade  Association  in  their  financial 
support  for  the  Annual  Congress.

Wide  variety  of  new  gold  coinage  issues.  An 

extensive  number  of  new  gold  coins  have  already 
been  issued  in  1985.  with  animals  appearing  to  be 
the  popular  theme  this  year. 


From  China  comes  the  Grand  Gold  Panda. 
This  is  the  largest  coin  ever  struck  in  China  and 
weighs  one  pound  troy  (12  troy  ounces)  of  99.9 
percent  pure  gold  and  is  70  millimetres  in 
diameter  and  6  millimetres  thick.  This  coin  joins 
the  rest  of  the  set  of  gold  coins,  featuring  a  seated 
panda,  made  up  of  1-oz,  y-oz,  |-oz,  1/10-oz,  and 
1/20-oz  coins  all  produced  by  the  China  Mint 
Company  of  the  People's  Bank  of  China. 


Canada  has  issued  a  new  $100  gold  coin  to 
mark  the  100th  Anniversary  of  Canada’s 
National  Parks,  the -tenth  in  its  $100  gold-coin 
series.  The  coin  features  a  solitary  bighorn  sheep 
standing  atop  a  cliff  surveying  the  vast  Canadian 
wilderness.  Containing  exactly  one-half  troy 
ounce  of  pure  gold  it  is  made  from  a  22-karat 
alloy  of  91.7  percent  pure  gold  and  8.3  percent 
pure  silver. 

The  Singapore  Mint  announced  the  second 
Singold  Lunar  Series  commemorating  the  “Year 
of  the  Ox”  which  is  the  second  animal  of  the 
Chinese  Almanac;  it  follows  last  year’s  “Year  of 
the  Rat”  series.  The  obverse  of  the  new  coins 
illustrates  the  famous  fable  of  the  Cowherd  and 


the  Weaving  Maid,  with  the  Cowherd  extending 
his  arms  to  the  Heavens  in  hope,,  while  seated  on 
the  back  of  his  Ox.  In  weights  of  y-oz,  y-oz,  1/10- 
oz,  and  1/20-oz,  the  Lunar  series  is  struck  in 
999.9  fine  gold. 

A  dragon  being  slain  by  the  Archangel  is  the 
theme  of  a  new  one-ounce  gold  coin  from  the  Isle 
of  Man.  Called  the  Angel,  it  is  made  from  the 
same  alloy  as  the  Krugerrand,  i.e.  22-karat  gold 
or  91.67  percent  pure  gold  with  the  balance 
copper.  It  contains  exactly  one  ounce  of  pure  gold 
and  is  being  marketed  as  a  bullion  coin.  The 
original  Angel  gold  coin  was  struck  in  1341  in 
France  and  was  adopted  by  England  in  1365  and 
struck  there  until  1632.  The  modern  version  of  the 
Angel  is  produced  by  the  Pobjoy  Mint  Ltd.  -  The 
Gold  News:  Nouvelles  de  VOr  March  1985. 

Carlos  Ruiz  Sacristan,  Treasurer,  of  Banco  de 
Mexico  (Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Mexico)  has 
announced  the  sell  out  of  the  1983  series  of 
Libertad  coins.  The  Libertad  (first  minted  in 
1982)  is  the  only  one-ounce,  .999  pure  silver,  legal 
tender  coin  of  the  world.  The  Bank  has  further 
reported  that  the  1982  and  1983  Libertads  (each 
with  a  limited  mintage  of  approximately  one 
million  coins)  were  primarily  sold  to  American 
collectors  and  investors,  although  the  coins  also 
proved  to  be  popular  in  Europe,  the  Far  East  and 
Canada. 

The  1982  Libertads  were  initially  introduced  in 
September  1984  for  test-marketing  and  were  sold 
out  by  November.  When  the  1982s  were 'sold,  the 
Bank  released  the  1983  coins.  The  continuing 
strong  demand  resulted  in  a  sell  out  of  the  1983 
series  in  less  than  six  weeks. 

On  January  18,  1985,  the  1984  Libertad  coins 
were  released  for  international  sale  and  are  the 
Iasi  of  the  limited  mintage  series.  Mr  Sacristan 
announced  the  1984  mintage  to  be  approximately 
1,000,000  (as  were  the  1982s  and  1983s). 
However,  unlike  prior  Libertad  issues.  Banco  de 
Mexico  plans  to  release  only  700,000  of  the  1984 
coins  for  distribution  outside  of  Mexico. 
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After  the  1984  coins  are  sold,  the  Libertad 
series  will  continue  with  an  unlimited  mintage  of 
1985  Libertads  and  subsequent  annual  issues 
thereafter.

THE  WOLFSON  GALLERIES  OF  CLASSICAL 
SCULPTURE  AND  INSCRIPTIONS 
AT  THE  BRITISH  MUSEUM 

Last  year  in  January  the  first  part  of  the  Wolfson  Galleries  were  opened  ( SCMB  March, 
pp.  67-8).  On  3  April  the  final  rooms  of  the  galleries  completing  the  Wolfson  Galleries  of 
Classical  Sculpture  and  Greek  Inscriptions  were  opened  by  Their  Royal  Highnesses  the 
Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  at  the  British  Museum.  Rooms  79-81  contain  sculptures  from 
sites  in  the  Greek-speaking  area  of  the  eastern  Mediterranean,  with  dates  spanning  about  550 
B.C.  to  A.D.  300.  The  sculptures  range  from  colossal  architectural  elements  to  small, 
personal,  funerary  monuments.  A  substantial  portion  of  the  pieces  exhibited  were  collected 
during  the  last  century  by  excavators,  diplomats  and  collectors  working  in  the  then  Ottoman 
Empire.  Rooms  82,  84  and  85  display  the  collection  of  Roman  sculpture,  bought  in  Rome 
during  the  late  18th  century  by  that  great  collector  Charles  Townley.  Room  83  consists 
mainly  of  Roman  sarcophagi  and  sculptures  from  cities  such  as  Sardis,  Ephesus,  Alexandria 
and  Cyrene.  In  all  there  are  some  1,500  exhibits  displayed  in  these  splendid  new'  galleries. 

Of  particular  note  are  the  sculptures  from  two  of  the  Seven  Wonders  of  the  Ancient 
World — The  Mausoleum  at  Halicarnassus  (modern  Bodrum),  and  the  Temple  of  Artemis  at 
Ephesus.  On  the  ground  nowadays  both  sites,  which  can  still  be  seen  and  visited,  have  little 
left  to  impress  the  visitor.  It  is  from  the  sculptures,  backed  by  the  contemporary  accounts  and 
accurate  reconstructions,  as  displayed  alongside  the  pieces  in  the  Wolfson  Galleries,  that  one 
can  evoke  the  sense  of  wonder  and  awe  that  the  ancients  felt.  An  especially  interesting 
representation  of  the  Temple  of  Artemis  appears  on  the  reverse  of  a  large  bronze  coin  of  the 
Roman  emperor  Maximus  (A.D.  235-238),  struck  at  Ephesus.  The  detail  on  it  is  truly 
amazing  and  it  is  possible  to  recognise  pieces  of  the  architectural  fragments  displayed  in  the 
galleries  from  the  enlarged  photograph  of  the  coin  presented  alongside.  There  are  few  occa¬ 
sions  in  the  ancient  world  where  architecture,  sculpture  and  numismatics  can  be  so  closely 
allied  (although  architectural  representations  on  coins  are  well  known  now  from  Dr.  Martin 
Price's  study). 

Amongst  the  minor  items  shown  (if  one  may  so  designate  them  among  such  an  embarrass¬ 
ingly  rich  collection)  that  are  of  interest  to  the  specialist  numismatist  is  a  series  of  tombstones 
from  the  Bosporan  kingdom,  that  curious  anomaly  in  the  Roman  Empire  that  retained  a 
semi  independent  status  with  a  line  of  kings  that  survived  into  the  4th  century  A.D.  (see  D. 
Sear,  Greek  Imperial  Coins ,  pp.  534-43).  The  coins  carried  the  heads  of  both  emperor  and 
local  king  on  a  fine  series  of  electrum  staters. 

As  was  mentioned  in  the  earlier  report  of  these  galleries,  there  is  much  to  catch  the  eye  of 
the  classically  inclined  numismatist  in  the  representations  in  sculpture  of  many  types  found 
on  the  coins.  The  whole  presentation  of  the  Wolfson  Galleries  is  a  delight,  a  lesson  in  what 
good  museum  display  can  achieve  with  difficult  pieces  such  as  .large  architectural  and 
colossal  sculptural  fragments.  Not  least,  the  labels  are  clear  and  pleasantly  explanatory  where 
necessary.  Perhaps  we  can  now  look  forward  to  an  individual  handbook  on  these  galleries  in 
the  style  and  format  of  others  recently  published  at  the  Museum  w  hich  are  so  attractive  and 
authoritative.
